Wistaria Fete continues to grow 


The Tree Ordinance, as people call Ordinance 
No. 1057, Tree Preservation and Conservation, 
caused the most divisiveness at Sierra Madre City 
Council meeting Tuesday evening, with the Water 
and Sewer Fee increases following somewhat 
behind. 

People flowed up to the podium to express 
their anger and disappointment like a stream of 
water and each had a different reason for not 
w anting the Tree Ordinance to pass. 

Victor Daniels said he had been cutting back 
and pruning trees since 1946 arid he expected to 
continue. Elaine Rudolph asked about liability “if 
a tree falls down” because it has not been pruned 
and pronounced, “It’s an ordinance we can do with¬ 
out. We now have more ordinances on the book 
than we can enforce.” 

Roger Keith said he could accept the section 
concerning new developments but “Everything else 
is absolutely ridiculous . . . The public works de¬ 
partment are not trained arborists . . . What quali¬ 
fies the code enforcement officer to be a professional 
arborist?” 

• Gertrude Daniels noted that the ordinance 
had “got out of hand; it was written for deve¬ 
lopers. Trees do not need to be preserved ... It 


(the ordinance) is impractical and costly to the city 

and the property owner.” 

Rick Allor was asked to speak for the tree 

trimmers and siad, “1 feel appreciation for trees; 
however, this ordinance is overkill.” David May 
termed the ordinance “pure, unacceptable, bureau¬ 
cratic behavior” and added, “We don’t need it.” 
He said, “It is an invasion of property rights, 
ambiguous, insulting to the property owner, does 
not represent the desire of the property ow ner and 
is divisive.” 

Danny Osti noted that “Hundreds asked me to 
speak tonight.” He said, “It is unnecessary to have 
an ordinance of this magnitude. A ‘yes’ vote is a 
bad choice . . . Let’s find another solution. Let’s 
work together.” 

Susan Dupre said, “No one has spoken in 
favor (of the ordinance). That should tell you some¬ 
thing.” Jacqueline Borchard said she resented 
taking away “the pleasure of trimming our own 
trees.” 

Jack Thompson said he had lived here 60 
years and had owned his property for 50 years. 
“It’s very wrong of you people to tell me 1 can’t 
trim my own trees.”

Sierra Madreans urged to describe 
concerns of Hillside Ordinance 


Mayor Bruce Crow asked all Sierra Mad- 
reans who have specific concerns about the 
Hillside Ordinance to submit letters to City Ad¬ 
ministrator Jim McRea, care of City Hall, as 
quickly as possible so that the task force 
committee appointed last Wednesday can ad¬ 
dress those concerns as part of their cooper¬ 
ative effort. 

At last week’s meeting, consisting of members 
of the Hillside Coalition, interested citizens and 
attorneys of owners of hillside properties, Mayor 
Crow appointed task force members “to develop a 
hillside ordinance as a cooperative effort.” 

Dale Beland is chairman and others, in alpha¬ 
betical order, include John Bitterly, Steven Broyles, 
Caroline Brown, Verna Chilton, Mayor Pro Tern 
George Maurer, Gurdon Miller, Planning Commis¬ 
sion Chairman Ross Tyree and Ted Willis. 

Mayor Crow told the task force members that 
they are to provide a draft ordinance, for City 
Council consideration, that implements the “purpose 
and policies of the hillside ordinance as defined in 
draft ordinance 1062.” 

The group wil meet Thursday, Mar. 8, from 
5:30 to 6:30 p.m. in the council chambers and, 
according to the Mayor, they will: define the sched¬ 
ule and plan that the task force intends to follow 
to develop the draft ordinance; clarify any questions 


of policy or intent concerning the ordinance; pre¬ 
sent a preliminary of comments of the accepta¬ 
bility of the other development standards defined 
in section 9228 or ordinance 1062 as drafted by the 
Planning Commission. 

Some of the remarks at the meeting came from 
Beland and Miller who noted that this (task force 
action) is “one of the few times when people 
come together at the front end on hillside manage¬ 
ment policy.”

Percell’s trial continued again

“The people are ready for a trial. This is the 
date set for it to begin,” stated Deputy District 
Attorney Elton Simms during last Friday’s 10-minute 
proceedings. Nevertheless, the plot continues to 
thicken, as a stay was granted in the trial of Jeffrey 
Stephen Percell. 

Percell is to stand trial for the double homi¬ 
cide of his parents. 

The court and attorneys Simms and Mike Duf- 
fey, public defender in the case, agreed upon an 
Apr. 6 calendar date for future proceeding. 

Delays in the Percell trial stem from the defen¬ 
dant’s stated lack of confidence in the assigned 
public defender, Duffey, and his preference for the 
private counsel of Barry Post. 

On Feb. 2, the Superior Court denied his request 
as allowed for by the precedent of the Marston 
motion. 

On Oct. 13, 1989, Pasadena Probate Judge Ol¬ 
son ruled that Linda Sue Tisscl, the defendant’s 
sister, should not be allowed access to funds from 
the parents’ estate for use in Perccll’s defense. 


“Judge Olson found this to be in violation of 
public policy, which states than an alleged murderer 
should in no way benefit from the crime,” ex¬ 
plained Mike Duffey to The News. 

However, on Feb. 14, the District Court of 
Appeals reversed this ruling by Judge Olson. The 
responsibility now lies with the Pasadena probate 
judge to comply with or contest this ruling. 

Written briefs need to be filed, on or before 
Apr. 5. A writ by the defendant’s sister, also, must 
be filed during this time period. 

During the Feb. 23 proceedings, Percell would 
not implicate himself regarding the issue of waiving 
time. Superior Court Judge Charles Lee repeatedly 
asked him for a definitive answer, which Percell 
would not give. 

John and Alice Percell were found dead bv 
gunshot wounds on Nov. 16. 1988, in their home on 
Liliano in Sierra Madre. The pre-trial proceedina. 
began June 21, 1989, after Jeffrey Percell su^ 
rendered to police in Vermont a month later p^^ 
cell was extradited from Burlington. 

Since then, Percell has been held without bail 
maintaining a plea of not guilty. ’

We were delighted and 
surprised to read Dr. 
Linscomb’s letter in your 
paper last week; delighted 
because an administra¬ 
tor from the Pasa¬ 
dena Unified School 
District has finally 
responded publicly and 
positively to concerns 
expressed by a Sierra 
Madre resident; surprised 
because such a response 
has been a long time 
coming. Past exper¬ 
iences with the PUSD 
suggest, however, that 
caution should be used 
in our interpretation and 
acceptance of the 
content of Dr. Lins¬ 
comb’s letter. Some¬ 
times it’s not what is 
said in a letter, but 
what isn’t said that is 
important. 

For example, there is 
absolutely no¬ 
thing prohibiting the 
Property Committee 
for the PUSD to recom¬ 
mend to the Board of 
Education at any 
time, whether it be next 
week, next month, next 


year, etc., that it declare 
any school site owned 
by PUSD (including 
the Sierra Mesa site) sur¬ 
plus property, available 
for sale, “in an attempt 
to maximize . . . utiliza¬ 
tion or the income 
which might be 
derived ...” Once the 
Board of Education ap¬ 
proves such a recom¬ 
mendation, this com¬ 
munity could find itself 
in the same boat as the 
residents of northeast 
Pasadena did not so 
long ago. Drive through 
the Rose Court Town- 
house development some¬ 
time and ask your Pasa¬ 
dena friends how they 
feel about the new 
rate increase in their 
utilities. 

Another example, read 
very carefully the sentence 
which ends “. . . all 
Sierra Madre students 
who are enrolled in the 
public schools attend 
‘the closest school’ at 
each grade span.” Again, 
there is absolutely no¬ 
thing prohibiting the 
PUSD from revising or 
redrawing the atten¬ 
dance zones at any time. 


whether it be next week, 
next month, next year, 
etc. For those of you 
who were involved at 
the time, you will re¬ 
member the last time the 
attendance zones were 
redrawn from the 
elementary schools; 
the original line was 
Lima, and all child¬ 
ren living west of 
Lima were to attend 
Field Elementary 
School, “the closest 
school.” It wasn’t until 
official representatives 
from the city of Sierra 
Madre stepped into 
the uproar brought about 
by the division of the 
community that the 
PUSD relented and 
moved the line to 
Michillinda where it 
presently remains. 

More importantly, 
however, the PUSD be¬ 
came very creative in 
how it closed its last 
school. Think back, 
people. When the stu¬ 
dents at Foothill Con¬ 
tinuation High School 
were moved to the Mc¬ 
Kinley site, no public 
hearings were held prior 
to the decision be¬ 


cause the Board of 
Education decided “it 
was not a school clo¬ 
sure. They were simply 
moving the entire stu¬ 
dent body to a more de¬ 
sirable location.” Foot¬ 
hill is now vacant, neg¬ 
lected, and an eyesore 
to the community in 
which it sits and will un¬ 
doubtedly be declared 
surplus property, 
available for sale, in the 
not too distant future. 

History and the les¬ 
sons it teaches are a vital 
part of the core curri¬ 
culum for all Sierra 
Madre students attend¬ 
ing the PUSD. Perhaps 
the residents of Sierra 
Madre need to play close 
attention to the lessons 
learned from the PUSD’s 
history as well. Perhaps 
we should even follow 
in the footsteps of our 
neighbors to the west 
and do something crea¬ 
tive and aggressive to 
protect and preserve 
the PUSD school pro¬ 
perties located within our 
community.

“Ultimately, land assembly in the 1.0- to 
1.5-acrc range would be both desirable and ap¬ 
propriate, but the Agency (Sierra Madre Com¬ 
munity Redevelopment Agency) would have 
difficulty committing large sums to land as¬ 
sembly." 

ER.-X’s fourth and final development stra¬ 
tegy consideration was the Community Shop¬ 
ping Center. The objective of this strategy 
was for one or more developer-investor to 
assemble sufficient land to construct a mixed 
use commercial center including retail, office 
and professional office with structure parking. 
Their conclusion: “ERA does not believe there 
is sufficient market demand to cause developer 
risktaking to assemble retail redevelopment sites 
in the 4-to 7-acre range.” 

“On a negative note, however, a severe 
earthquake or fire could present the opportunity 
for redevelopment at a larger scale. At present, 
land and building assembly costs appear to be 
beyond private owner- developer capability and 
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financial participation potential by the Agency 
(Community Redevelopmenty Agency) is lim¬ 
ited.” 

era’s subjective evaluation of the four 
strategies concludes that; “While Alternatives 1 
(Pro-Active Status Quo) and 2 (Revitalization/ 
redevelopment) have close scores, the consul 
tant’s further comments is that, perhaps more 
than anything else, the Sierra Madre Redevelop 
ment Ageney needs to efleei several “done 
deals” whieh ereiile new and leliabhed eom 
mereial space. 

“Unis, we believe hard physical improve¬ 
ments, especially in light of the challenge 
posed by URM building code eonlormance 
requirements, should take preeedenee over softer 
cooperation programs. Ihe soft programs, 
which can be affordable budgeted, can oeeur, 
but the delivery of physical rehab and new 
building should draw the majority of .Agency 
public investment participation. 

“Ultimately, a combination of Ahetnatives 
2 (Revitalization/redevelopment) and 3 (I and 
use exchange) is most desirable as a consistent 
10- to 15-year strategy . . . because downtown 
will be changing and the business mix svill 
evolve. Within three to four years, IIRM build¬ 
ings not rehabilitated or strengthened will 
have to be removed, opening opportunities 
for property assembly which will not be ob¬ 
viously evident at the moment.”

Published by E.P. Dutton, it has won the Calde¬ 
cott Award, and is a Reading Rainbow book. 
“When I was young in the mountains. 
Grandfather came home in the evening 
covered with the black dust of a coal mine. 
Only his lips were clean, and he used them 
to kiss the top of my head.” 

Such is the first page of the nostalgic 
story, reminding adults and teaching children, 
what it is like to be in a simpler time, 
a simpler place, surrounded by natural wonders 


young in the mountains,” appeals to child 
ren’s natural love of rhythm and poetry. The 
experiences described are humorous and sen¬ 
sory. 

Another praiseworthy quality of this and 
certain other children’s books is that the words 
of the story play is quiet, subtle background 
music for the wonderful, sensitive illustrations. 
It becomes a combination of the best of a story¬ 
book and a picture book all together. 

The pictures are drawn in colors remini¬ 
scent of the sepia tones of old photo¬ 
graphs, but “clean as a whistle.” Imagine An¬ 
drew Wyeth, laid back, and illustrating “Little 
House on the Prairie,” or Norman Rockwell 
deciding to paint his pictures like an Impres¬ 
sionist.

I never wanted 
to go anywhere else in the world, for I was in 
the mountains. And that was always enough.”

Senator Newton Rus¬ 
sell (R-Glendale) re¬ 
cently announced his rea- 
: sons for voting yes on 
.AB 497, a bill that 
would extend the 15- 
day wailing period and 
background check on the 
sale of all firearms for 
those with criminal re¬ 
cords or who have a 
mental illness. The law 
currently applies to 
handguns only. 

Russell said, “1 have 
always been a sup¬ 
porter of the aims and 
goals of the National 
Rifle Association and my 
voting record will attest 
to the fact that I am a 
strong opponent of gun 
control. However, 1 be¬ 
lieve this legislation will 
prevent a person from 
the sort of tragedy we 
read about with increas¬ 
ing frequency, that is, 
the purchase of any 
type of weapon in a fit 
of race which is then 
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immediately used to 
shoot someone. The in¬ 
convenience of law abiding 
citizens was a con¬ 
cern of mine but, I be¬ 
lieve saving lives justi¬ 
fies the inconvenience.” 


The provisions of the 
bill apply to deal¬ 
ers and secondary or 
personal sales.

Tree ordinance tabled; fee ordinance passes

John Govorchin stated that it was healthy to 
prune trees regarless of what they are. “Fruit 
trees must be pruned yearly to have a better crop. 
You must clean out the dead wood from an oak 
tree or it will die. How much does the ordinance 
allow for the root system? It’s 50 percent. Then 
the trunk and major limbs. I have 21 trees that 1 
prune every year. The street trees lack pruning. The 
real issue is how to raise board money for trees . . . 
to fund the bond money.’’ 

Margaret Ford believes that property owners 
here take care of their trees. “They should. That’s 
their duty.’’ Lew Watanabe said, “1 see four of you 
on the council 1 voted for. My gosh, what have 
we come to in this town. Why is this (ordinance) 
necessary?’’ 

Councilman Clem Bartolai, who actually began 
talk of a tree preservation ordinance years ago w hen 
he was on the council earlier, said, “1 have a mixed 
reaction. I’m hearing ‘Dump it. Throw it out.’ Then 
I’m hearing more responsible people saying ‘Come 
down hard on developers.’ ’’ 

Councilman Andrew Roy Buchan continued 
to insist that the Tree Preservation committee be 
asked to rewrite the ordinance. 

Mayor Bruce Crow, “We’re passing an ordi¬ 
nance and it’s not real obvious we need it.’’ 

Mayor Pro Tern Maurer made the motion to 
table the ordinance; however, Councilwoman Lisa 
Fowler said, “It does not deserve to die. We should 
keep alive the section concerning development 
standards.’’ 


Mayor Crow summed it up: “Table the ordi¬ 
nance. Refer it back to the tree committee if 
they are willing to serve. Concentrate on trees in 
the development areas.” 

Concerning the appeal by the Healing Light 
Center to open a church at 55 W. Sierra Madre 
Blvd., City .Attorney Charles Martin said, “The 
findings of the Planning Commission are totally 
inadequate. Their findings are sheer conclusions 
with no backup. 1 think it should be reheard with 
proper guidelines.” 

The council took his advice and directed the 
question back to the commissioners for their next 
meeting. Mar. 15. 

Several spoke about being against the water 
and sewer fee increases which would give the city 
about $ 121 ,tKK) from the water fees and another 
$190,(KM) from the sewer increase. 

John Govorchin accused the city ot using re¬ 
serve water funds to service the bond issue. Ralph 
Schroder worried about how those increases would 
affect people on fixed incomes and Arlene Wynne 
said, “If at least two or possibly three of you will 
not be on the future council, it is unfair that you 
cover others coming on.” Crow and Fowler are 
not running for their council seats; however, Bar¬ 
tolai is an incumbent candidate for City Council. 

Council members assured the audience that the 
money raised would be used tor infrastructure in¬ 
stead of to pay back the bond money. 


Edith Dane worried that some people with 
multiple dwellings in R-1 (residential) zones ought 
to be paying more for the sewers and Robert Sny¬ 
der asked"why we re paying $50,000 and you’re 
making up the difference from the general fund 
to equal $190,000.” 

Councilmembers again assured the audience 
that under state law a city cannot accumulate 
dollars but must keep their budgets and expendi¬ 
tures equal. 

Helen Elliott, owner of The Spinning Wheel, 
was the only person to agree that water and sewer 
fees in Sierra Madre were low and should be 
raised. 

Fees were ra 1 as of Tuesday evening. 

In community communications, Karl Tiegler 
noted that the new pergola was going to cost 
$70,000. “That’s a lot to put into a tin roof on 
stones.” 

Nancy Allmond, a visitor from Berkeley, asked 
why the swimming pool was so cold. “You don’t 
have enough money for heating the pool but you 
do for a $70,000 pergola. Why don’t you get lower 
bids and heat the swimming pool with what you 
save?” She noted that her mother, Doris Webster, 
likes to siwm but that it had been too cold. 

The council passed ordinances 1063, 1064 and 
1065 and moved the Lawson Martin appeal of Notice 
of Incomplete Application to the second meeting 
in April.

The Mayor said. “We feel our ordinance has 
purpose and policy” and Miller noted, “We are 
unanimous on purposes. We’re all interested in the 
same thing. We need time to figure out ways to 
accomplish those purposes. The City Council is an¬ 
xious to move toward a tangible product. We are, 
too. We’re being cautious at the outset because 
there are unique conditions, such as topography. 
We’re looking for guidelines to an overall approach. 
Conditions here are different.” 

Belaud said, “As a professional evaluation we 
need a written work program with a final product 
in two to three months. Then we need a more expli¬ 
cit product, synopsis of the key prototype of hill¬ 
side management. Then we need to detine an ettec- 
tive way for people to stipulate their concerns. 
.All these pieces must be brought foreward so we can 
understand the time frame and the product. We 


need to parallel our effort.” 

When asked what differences the task force 
members might have. Miller said, “We’ve found no 
discernible salient differences among us.” 

Caroline Brown noted, “We’ve watched the 
Planning Commission work so long and hard. Many 
came to the Coalition with problems with other 
ordinances dealing with slope and mathematical 
equations.”

Plays and musicals 
come in categories: There 
are those that are pure 
entertainment: “The 
Phantom of the Opera,” 
“No, No, Nanette,” etc. 
There are those with 
considerable enter¬ 
tainment value that also 
give you insight into 
human beings and 
glimpses into other 
worlds: “Steel Mag¬ 
nolias,” “Fiddler on 
the Roof,” “The 
Black Museum.” Then 
there are plays with a 
message and/or warning: 
plays about Chernobyl, 
drug addiction, gangs, 
political corrup¬ 
tion, et al. 

The Mark Taper Fo¬ 
rum has done a lot of 
this third category in 
the past and the Los An¬ 
geles Theater Center 


schedule in heavy with 
them. They expose the 
greed, stupidity and 
cruelty of modern 
society with a 
merciless eye. Some¬ 
time they have high art¬ 
istic merit; even, like 
“For Colored Girls 
Who Have Considered 
Suicide,” considerable 
humor, but they basically 
alert the audience to 
insoluble problems, 
and since they have no 
solutions to suggest, the 
characters mostly 
end up miserable. It is as 
if playwrights felt that 
unless general misery is 
the outcome, the prob¬ 
lem will not be 
taken seriously and 
the play will be con¬ 
siderably unrealistic. 

They are probably 
right. The arts must take

their impact on society 
seriously, and theater is 
a powerful art. So 
powerful, in fact, that 
only the dedicated 
masochist can take 
more than a small per¬ 
centage of his theater 
going in category 
three. Or possibly the 
dedicated crusader, ready 
to take up her placard 
and start picketing some¬ 
body. The rest of us 
leave the theater con¬ 
cerned but frustrated, 
and probably snap 
at our companions on 


the way home. But we 
may do some real think¬ 
ing, and look at the 
problems a little more 
closely when we en¬ 
counter them off-stage. 

This is a lengthy pre¬ 
amble to a report on the 
play currently in the Bal¬ 
cony Theater at the Pasa¬ 
dena Playhouse, “The 
Baby Dance” by Jane 
Anderson. The dancers 
are a young profes¬ 
sional woman and the 
Louisiana mother-of- 
four whose unborn child 
she and her husband are 


planning to adopt. The 
two women circle each 
other warily, both 
trying hard not ot give or 
take offense in an 
unnatural and strained 
situation. The mo¬ 
ther of the child cannot 
keep it financially, and 
dreams of the golden 
life it will be given. 
The childless woman 
hovers, having read all 
the books, and dreaming 
romantically of a 
superlative finished 
product, intelligent, 
athletic, beautiful. The 
problems that arise are 
one possible eventuality 
that has no easy, or even 
moral, solution. 

The actors are superb, 
as is more and more usual 
at the Playhouse. Ste¬ 
phanie Zimbalist (she of 
“Remington Steele”) is 


the woman waiting to 
adopt. Linda Purl is 
the young brood mare 
and Richard Line- 
back is her un¬ 
settled husband. Joel 
Polls is the adoptive fa¬ 
ther, and John Bennett 
Perry is his matter- 
of-fact lawyer. The char¬ 
acters are all well 
drawn, no villains, no 
heroes, real people.
